West School gets face-lift funds

WILMINGTON - The West 
School is ready for a face-lift. 

State Senator Bruce Tarr, the 
Senate’s Minority Whip, and 
State Representative James 
Miceli, the Vice Chairman of 
the House Committee on Rules, 
have successfully appropriated 
$103,000 toward the redevelop- 
ment of the West School on 
Shawsheen Avenue. 

Identical provisions for the 
appropriation were offered in 
the House and Senate versions 
of the budget by Tarr and 
Miceli. These provisions have 
been included in the final ver- 
sion of the budget, known as 
the conference committee 
report, which was approved by 
both branches. 

“With the approach of 
Wilmington’s 275th anniver- 
sary, it seems fitting that we 
are able to secure funding for 
this historic landmark,” Tarr 
said. “The West School serves 
toyemind us, through all of the 
changes that time has brought, 
6f-the architectural and social 
heritage that Wilmington 
enjoys.” 


The West School, a one-room 
schoolhouse, was built in 1875 
and remained in operation into 
the 1940's. It is located on 
Shawsheen Avenue directly 
across from Aldrich Street and 
is one of the only two municipal 
buildings in Wilmington to 
appear on the National 
Register of Historic Places. 

“I am proud of the work the 
Historical Commission has 
done in the Town of 
Wilmington,” Miceli said. 
“This funding will allow the 
commission to continue its 
work in preserving the history 
of the town. I am pleased that 
I was able to help secure this 
money for such a great and 
worthy cause.” 

For Selectman Frank West, 
the rehabilitation of the school 
has been a priority for quite 
some time. West, who first 
joined the Wilmington Historic 
Commission 14 years ago, 
assisted in the efforts to have 
the school named in the 
National Register of Historic 
Places. He has made efforts 
ever since toward a much need- 
ed rehabilitation of the build-

Plan submitted 
for Rocco’s 
Dump clean-up

TEWKSBURY/WILMING- 
TON - A draft work plan has 
been submitted to the 
Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA) by the parties 
named primarily responsible 
for the clean-up of the Sutton 
Brook Disposal Superfund site. 

The Sutton Brook Disposal 
Superfund Site, commonly 
referred to as Rocco's Dump, 
covers a total of 100 acres in 
Tewksbury and Wilmington. 
Tewksbury and Wilmington res- 
idents have spent more than 13 
years working towards the 
clean-up of the site. 

The draft, consisting of more 
than 500 pages, was submitted 
on June 23, in accordance with 


an agreement struck between 
the EPA and 25 Primary 
Responsible Parties (PRP’s) 
back in February. 

The agreement called for the 
PRP’s to conduct extensive 
studies to determine the nature 
and the extent of the contami 
nation and to evaluate alterna 
tives for remediating the site 
The PRP’s are responsible for 
all expenses involved in the 
study, including the reimburse: 
ment of costs incurred by the 
EPA for oversight of the pro- 
ject. The PRP’s agreed to a 14 
week period in which to develop 
the work plan. 

The draft work plan, which

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Help save old growth forests 


Dear Editor: 

The state of Massachusetts has over three million acres 
of forest land, and about three thousand six hundred acres 
of that land is made up of old-growth forests. The amount 
of land left that is made up of old-growth forests represents 
approximately one-tenth of Massachusetts’ forest land. 
The old-growth forests that are left are located in inacces- 
sible areas like the Berkshire region. Most of the forests 
we have left in Massachusetts are second generation, 
meaning that they were cut down at some point. This is 
what makes old-growth forests so special. They have been 
left untouched by civilization and have been shaped by 
nature and have developed over centuries. The old-growth 
forests have become rare because of the way civilization 
had needed to grow, but they support such a diversity of 
plant and animal life. 

On July 3ist, the officials of Massachusetts will vote on a 
bill that will allow reserves to protect these remaining old- 
growth forests. Thesé reserves would also protect any for- 
est that have the capacity to become an old-growth forest 
in the future. The forests would still be open for recre- 
ational activities such as hiking, hunting, and fishing, but 
the activities that would be prohibited include new com- 
mercial, industrial, roadway development, or timber cut- 
ting. Any violations of this bill, if passed, would end in a 
fine up to $25,000. These reserves that will be set up are 
going to try and prevent a sudden destruction of the old- 
growth forests seeing as most of Massachusetts’ old-growth 
forests have been depleted. 

Please contact your local senator and representative 
either by writing a letter or making a phone call to con- 
vince them to help pass this bill.

Dear Editor: 
In March I read an article the Crier published about a 
"free basic self-defense course, (RAD), run by the 
Wilmington Police Department. I signed up for the class 
and wanted to share my experience with your readers. 

The course started on a Monday night with 12 woman 
ranging in age from 17 to over 50. Myself, I’m 34. The 
first class involved an overview of the course, which 
included information, considerations and tactics that 
would be useful for encounters or attacks. The program 
stressed risk reduction as well as avoidance strategies. 

The second and third classes consisted of hands on 
defense and strike moves. The instructors showed us 
basic moves to’protect ourselves from a sexual or phys- 
ical attack. The physical skills they teach are meant to 
disable an attacker long enough for you to get away. 

The last class was all about realistic simulation. All of 
us got to test the skills we learned. Our primary objec- 
tive was to escape. In order to do this we had to fight our 
way past the aggressors using any or all of the tech- 
niques we practiced in the last two classes. We punched, 
kicked and elbow-smashed the instructors with all our 
might. It was the most empowering thing I have ever 
experienced. 

Going into the class I didn’t expect much, but learned 
more than I ever anticipated. I am only 5 feet tall and 
never thought I would be able to defend myself against 
a six-foot aggressor. I recommend every woman take 
this course, especially any high school student going off 
to college. The RAD program gave me confidence in my 
ability to protect myself-if I ever found myself in a 
threatening situation. What’s:so great about this course 
is that it supplies you with permanent self-defense. No 
matter where you go or whom you’re-with, you've got 
personal weapons, your hands and feet. 

I would like to “verbalize” my thanks to the RAD 
instructors, Officers Steve LaRivee, Brian Moon, Julie 
Brisbois and Butch Alpers for everything they taught 
me.

Crier identified the driver of 
the vehicle as James Dorr of 
Lowell. The Billerica Police 
Department confirmed Dorr as 
the driver this week. Dorr has 
been charged with committing 
vehicular homicide, leaving the 
scene of a vehicular accident 
that resulted in death, and dri- 
ving to endanger. 

Billerica Deputy Police Chief 
Frank Mackenzie states that a 
number of details surrounding 
the tragedy are still vague. 
Initial reports, however, indi- 
cate that Marino was leaning 
out of the passenger’s side of 
the vehicle because he was get- 
ting sick.

Blaze 
claims 
trailer

TEWKSBURY - Firefighters 
were called to 16 Berkeley 
Street on Sunday evening to 


battle a fire which had engulfed 
a trailer home.

able persons with information 
regarding any such existing 
wastes will step forward. 

“We urge anyone who has 
knowledge of disposal of drums 
and chemical wastes to come 
forward,” Sinclair said. “If 
nobody does, then the wastes 
will stay buried forever.” 

The EPA is currently review- 
ing the work plan. A revised 
work plan will issued if the 
EPA deems it necessary. 

The Town of Tewksbury, 
which has been named as one 
of the 25 PRP’s, recently sub- 
mitted an article at Town 
Meeting to borrow funds to 
meet its financial obligations to 
the site.

Rocco’s Landfill was used as 
an open burning dump begin- 
ning in 1957. It committed 
numerous violations of local 
and state regulations arid 
accepted industrial and chemi- 
cal wastes despite its authoriza- 
tion to accept only municipal 
waste. 

Rocco’s was officially closed 
in 1982, but continued to oper- 
ate and accept wastes until 1996 
and possibly later. The site was 
added to the federal Superfund 
list in July of 2000 as the result 
of countless hours of work by 
area residents.

Recently engaged to Jeff 
Heroux of Chelmsford, 
Wilmington resident Melissa 
Merrill has too much on her 
plate and too little time to join 
the New England Storm of the 
Women's Professional Football 
League this summer. 

In addition to her nuptial 
plans and her job as a residen- 
tial counselor at the Robert F. 
Kennedy Children's Action 
Corps’ Fay A. Rotenberg School 
in North Chelmsford, Merrill 
recently took a second job at a 
veterinarian’s office. 

But that doesn’t mean Merrill 
doesn’t value the season she 
enjoyed with the Storm last 
summer, 

“It was awesome,” said the 25- 
year-old Merrill. “It was one of 
the best times of my life. The 
whole rush of the game and the 
excitement and the crowd 
watching you.” 

The 5-foot-6 Merrill played 
fullback and middle linebacker 
for the 4-6 Storm in 2003. Her 
best experience on the field 
occurred on offense. 

“When I first started, I didn't 
know what position I was going 
to play,” Merrill said. “All my 
guy friends said I should go for 
quarterback or I should be on 
the line. Once I started playing, 
I loved: both (fullback and line- 
backer), My first touchdown I 
scored was in New York and it 
was just amazing. I never 
thought I’d score a touchdown. 
It was a rush from like 7 yards 
and it was just cool because I 
was going through people and I 


could feel when I was just one 
step away and then I got it.” 

A newcomer to the gridiron, 
Merrill impressed her team 
enough to earn the title of cap- 
tain. 

“That was awesome,” said 
Merrill. “That was great. I 
never expected that.” 

Merrill excelled in basketball, 
volleyball, softball and track 
while she was at Shawsheen 
Tech in Billerica. 

“Basketball was always my 
favorite, but I was better at vol- 
leyball,” admitted Merrill. 

She then started her colle- 
giate career at UMass Amherst 
before transferring to UMass 
Lowell. 

At Lowell, Merrill enjoyed 
playing pickup basketball and 
some rugby (she met her 
fiancée on the rugby field). 
Merrill earned an undergradu- 
ate degree in psychology and 
her master’s in criminal jus- 
tice. In her last year as an 
undergrad, Merrill started 
working at the Rotenberg 
School and she's now been 
there two years and three 
months, 

The Rotenberg School is one 
of nine RFK Children’s Action 
Corps residential programs in 
the state. The only long-term 
secure treatment program in 
Massachusetts for girls work- 
ing in conjunction with the 
Department of Youth Services, 
the Rotenberg School cares for 
16 girls at a time. Some of the 
girls in residence have been 
charged with crimes ranging 
from theft to violence against 
others and even more serious 


crimes. Many of the youth are 


challenged by a variety of emo- * 


tional, psychological, biologi- 
cal, environmental and social 
issue, which in many cases 
have led to their delinquent 
behavior. 

“It’s definitely tough,” Merrill 
said. “Especially right now, 
there’s a bunch of kids that 
don’t want to get it. It’s actual- 
ly really rewarding when the 
kids get in the program and get 
the help they need and go out 
and take college courses and 
stuff.” 

“There's been more downfalls 
than successes, but there have 
been quite a few successes.” 

Merrill generally works the 
night shift and assists the resi- 
dents with evening activities. 

“When I started in psychology, 
I didn’t think it'd be like this. 
But I always wanted to work 
with kids,” said Merrill. 

Although her work schedule 
is demanding, Merrill still 
keeps in shape with her own 
workouts when she-has spare 
time. She also stays involved 
with sports by coaching two 
youth basketball teams at the 
YMCA in Lowell. 

Should things become a little 
less hectic next summer, she 
hopes to don football pads 
again with the Storm. And as 
often as she can, Merrill plans 
to support the Storm this sum- 
mer. 

“I definitely can’t wait to go 
back (to the team),” Merrill 
said. “They have my full sup- 
port and any games I can 
make, I'll be there rooting them 
on.”

ing in the summer.

On average, according 
to MassPort spokesperson Phil 
Orlandella, there are four thou- 
sand cabs per-day and on the 
Monday following 
Thanksgiving that number 
vaults to a staggering 11,000 
cabs per-day. 

As if this was not enough, 
Kinton also has the responsibil- 
ity of working with the 
Massachusetts State Police, the 
federal Transportation 
Security Administration and 
the Federal Aviation 
Administration on the day to 
day security to protect the over 
24 million people that go 
through the airport in a given 
year. | 

According to Kinton, Logan 
is small in size of land mass 
when compared to facilities

“We are comparable to JFK 
(New York’s John F. Kennedy 
International Airport) in the 
number of passengers.” 

However, Kinton is quick to 
point out that some of the other 
airports with larger numbers 
than Logan are not really 
adding to the economy of the 
area, as the passengers never 
disembark from the planes, He 
noted that Logan is an “origi- 
nation and destination” (O and 
D) facility and not a hub or 
transfer facility such as 
Atlanta or O'Hare. 

“We're one of the busiest O 
and D airports in the country,” 


Kinton said. 

He attribute the rise in the 
number of passengers to sever- 
al factors, not the least of 
which is the fact that the 
access to the airport from the 
west and north has become 
much easier with the comple- 
tion of parts of the “Big Dig.” 

Another factor is the growth 
in the number of discount air- 
lines that now fly in and out of 
Logan Airport. These include 
companies such as Jet Blue, 
Song, Air Tran, ATA, America 
West and Independence Air.

Lynnfield: ‘A jewel 
in the crown’ 


“An announcement by 
Rotary Club President and 
Selectman Harry Le Cours 
that the local service organi- 
zation intends to provide up 
to $20,000 for the establish- 
ment of a park at Pillings 
Pond, was met by applause 
from members of the Pillings 
Pond Assoc. at a recent 
meeting of the Board of 
Selectmen,” notes , the 
“Lynnfield Villager.” 

“The Conservation 
Commission has approved a 
Notice of Intent filed by the 
town to begin a multi-compo- 
nent aquatic vegetation 
treatment plan. These plans 
will include bringing invasive 
vegetation and algae under 
control, runoff management, 
prevention of the addition of 
nutrients to the pond, public 
education to especially abut- 
ters on how the treatment of 
private property impacts the 
condition of the pond, the 
development of public access 
and the restoration of the 
Highland Ave. boat ramp. 

“This season's activities 
will include hydro-raking in 
the cove on the west end 
shoreline areas; application 
of chemical treatments to 
control vegetation and algae, 
the manual removal of vege- 
tation and repair of the boat 
ramp. 

“Long range plans at the 
pond have always included 
the possible development of 
public access and a park on 
Summer St. The total needed 
for the project is $38,000 
which will be a mix of public 
and private funding. 

“Through the efforts of 
Town Administrator Bill 
Gustus, the project was 
brought to the attention of 
the Rotary Club which voted 
unanimously to provide the 
financial assistance. Le 
Cours said the park will be 
known as ‘Rotary Park’ in 
commemoration of the estab- 
lishment of the first Rotary 
Club.
